Not Anxious to Join Hands W ith Ok­ 
lahoma. 


Muskogee, I. T,» Aug. 22.— T he chief­ 
tain cy of the five civilized tribes met 
here in convention yesterday to de­ 
clare for separate statehood for Indian 
Territory, aided and abetted by white 
residents of Indian Territory, who for 
both business and sentim ental reasons 
are opposed to a union with Oklahoma. 
This is the first tim e the tribal citi­ 
zens of Indian Territory ever assem ­ 
bled for the purpose of notifying con­ 
gress that they are ready for state­ 
hood. 
Many leaders in this separate state 
hood convention say privately that 
while 
they 
would 
prefer 
separate 
statehood, yet they believe that only 
joint statehood will be given to the 
two territories 
This convention was 
called to make and adopt a state con­ 
stitution. 
It is probable th at the ac­ 
tual work will be delegated to a com­ 
m ittee authorized to subm it the con­ 
stitution to the people for ratification. 
The convention win declare for pro­ 
hibition. which may be subm itted as 
an issue se p arate from the constitu­ 
tion, but at the same tune. 
Funds will 
b* raised to ratify the constitution.
